The Major and I Among the Woodcocks. 

BT PEDAGOGUE. 

Last Saturday being the end of the close season for woodcocks, 
Major W. and I sallied out Monday afternoon for the purpose of 
gettlog a few, If possible. I had been out for a short time Iu the 
morning and got two. I had never seen the Major shoot, but 
from the description tho natives hail given of his performances 
with grouse in the bush, how “ he would Bboot one Hying In one 
direction, and whirl around and kill one going In another," I was 
strongly of the impression that I would have to look to my lau¬ 
rels or I would come out at the small end of the horn when bags 
came to be compared. 

We had been watching all the Summer a certain locality where 
we knew we would And a few birds, and he and I being about 
the only persons In the vicinity that could shoot “on the tly," 
we knew that wc would have a nice little time all to ourselves. 
I bad a gun which I had borrowed for the time, mine being under 
repairs. This gun, the owner assured me, was a “terror" for 
quails; whether strung along a fence rail or ou the ground I did 
uot venture to Inquire. I had with me a water spaniel; the Major 
had his pointer, Sport. 

I have always found the cocker or water spaniel the best for 
shooting In the thicket. I do not like the Idea of using the set¬ 
ter or pointer for such work, although some use them. Their 
style being too dashing they cannot accommodate themselves to 
the slow working of the cocker, which Is so requisite in the cov¬ 
ert. They very frequently come to a point at a distance from the 
shooter, out of sight and hearing. Even If they do uot Hush the 
bird, which they are very likely to do, unrestrained by the pres- 
euceof their master, of what earthly use are they to him who Is 
off Id another part of the thicket? The spaniel, on the contrary, 
always In sight, will flush the birds so as to give him a snap shot, 
which Is better than none at all. .!/ nix, reuenona a noi moulons. 

A mile’s walk brought us to the ground. Entering the corn, 
which was here breast high, we hied on the dogs. About forty 
yards In, Sport flushed an old cock; with the old familiar fllf- 
fllf-llif-fltf, it rose to the top of the corn, and darted off like a 
rocket. Bang, baug, bang—not a bird. “ Why didn’t you drop 
him, Major! ” said I; “you had a pretty shot” 

“ Why didn’t you? you had two of them.” 

“ Didn’t you see the feathers tty at my second barrel? ” 

“ Off with Jbe bird? yes,” answered he with a grin. 

Our sentiments were somewhat similar at this moment to those 
of Coquina and his friend, after the four barrels Into the teals. 

“ Three barrels after a bird, and yet he got away! " I ruefully 
exclaimed. 

“ Wasn’t he a fine oue? ” said the Major, heaving a deep sigh as 
he thought of the satisfaction he would have In picking Its bones. 

“ How do you account for it? " u?d the Major. 

“ This Infernal gun scatters all over creation,” I replied. “If 
I had had my own gun here that bird would not have needed the 
second barrel.” 

“ No, Jor I would have saved you the trouble,” observed the 
Major; that was the first bird of the season, and consequently 
I am strongly of the opinion that you were a little flurried,” (of 
course^he was not; oh, no!) “However,” said he, phllosopbl- 
c*Uy* there are just as good fish in the sea as ever were caught.” 

‘Aud as good cock lo this corn as ever were shot,” chimed 
In I, as we advanced to where wc had marked down the bird. 
Falling to And it we moved over to where there were half a dozen 
hawthorns between two patches of tall corn. By the borings 
here we expected to have some fun. 

“ Hie on, 8port I hie on, Dido I ” 

Up got a cock before my spaniel; down he came to ray first 
barrel. Up weot another; the Major doubled him up In a jiffy. 

I say, ibis Is something like shooting; look out,4bere goes 
another! ” said the Major, as one darted past me; taft he was out 
of sight before we got our guns up. 

“ Why didn’t you club him? » said the Major, with a laugh. 

“ I didn’t have time,’’ I replied. 

Reloading our guns we crossed Into the next patch, In which the 
corn was over eight feet in height. Here the Bpaulel put up a 
bird, which we did not see long enough to get a shot at. 

Let us beat up the thicket for a change,” said the Major. 

All right," I replied. •* 

My dog, which was a long way ahead, flushed three birds from 
a piece of clover aswe were moving along the edge of the thicket, 
they made off toward the brush about fifty yards distant; cover- 
Ing the first I pulled trigger. For a moment the smoke bid the 
birds from sight, then, as it cleared away, I saw one only enter 
toe brush.

“ And I saw two. However, we’ll soon see; If there are any 
there, Sport will fetch them.” But Sport did not fetch 
them, although he searched fully ten mlnutea.

Fifteen minutes’ search at last persuaded me that I was wrong 
but I was never more confident In my life of having got, at least 
one bird down. Giving np the search I rejoined the Major We 
'stood to take turns putting the birds out of the thicket—I tak¬ 
ing the Inside going down and he doing the same coming back 
It was almoBt useless to expect to kill a bird In here, as I had all 
I could do to force my way through. Here I put up a bird which 
the Major brought to bag with both barrels, Coming back I waa 
not yet fully convinced that the three blrdagot away, and went to 
lo<^ for them again. While here, the report of the Major’s gun 


told me that another bird had been flushed. It got away and I 
marked It down In the corn. Walking In to put it up, it rose be¬ 
hind me and made off toward the bush, Its flight considerably 
quickeucd by three barrels, which failed to stop It, however. 

I worked up the cornfield again, the Major moving down to a 
patch of tall weeds interspersed with scrub-oak and brush. Here 
Sport came to a point. Two birds were raised, the Major getting 
one wltAtbe first barrel and missing the other, which I marked 
down 4Ke edge of a clump of briers. This bird Sport found 
and pointed. It lay very close and we worked up to within a few 
feet of It, when It rose from the tail weeds with a flutter and 
came straight at me. I drooped It not two feet away from the 
muzzle of my gun. 

These very close shots, It appears to me, are the hardestof anv 
Back again to the edge of the thicket where we saw a bird 
light. Three barrelB at tt as it disappeared In the leaves and 
three more misses. As we were loading, one rose from almost 
under our feet and sailed sedately away, sharply outlined against 
the light background of the eastern sky. The Major solemnly

The Major sent the dog In, and presently out be came with the 
finest woodcock In his mouth that I ever saw. That closed .he 
afternoon’s shooting. "A slim bag,,’some will say. I acknowl! 
edge it, and Id defence allirm that It was the hardest woodcock 
shooting I had ever bad, and the birds were very few 
Some of the Major’s home-brewed ale, on our arrival at his 
bouse, came Iret apropos. 

The next afternoon I went down to get the Major to try the 

woodcocksv.gatn. He agreed although we both thought that 
uot more than three were left. The spaniel liusued an old cock 
from the first piece of corn we came to. I caught a momentary 
glimpse of him as he rose above the corn, and fire * a 6naD shot 
at him, which failed to stop him, however.

It rose almost immed¬ 
iately and passed him like a bullet. He paralyzed it with 
hla second barrel. I was nettled at missing two straight 
birds, and thoroughly disgusted with the gun. I made unmy 
mind that If I misled another bird I would go home 

and leave the Major In possession of the field 

The gun would throw small shot closely but would scatter 
large shot lo every direction. My supply of number ten 
had run out aud I could get none other than number five, with 
which I knew I would not do anything. However, having’ got a 
supply of small shot from the Major, I resolved to continue. We 
worked over to the thicket without getting any more shots! We 
were walking together, the dogs worklog In the cover, when a 
bird darted around a clump of hazel and dime straight at us, I 
gave lt the first barrel ns It went whistling over us, missed, aud 
gave It the second ss It was disappearing In the leaves. I thought 
I had missed, and with a hearty— blessing(?) oh {he gun, I turned 
to leave, thoroughly disgusted with having missed three straight 
birds. With this intention I had got half way across the field 
when I heard the Major call out: ’ 

“ Hallo I where are you going! Here’s your bird.” 

I turned and saw him emerging from the thicket with the bird 
In his baDd. 

“Why, I thought I had missed him,” said I; “ this Is en- 
couragement enough to proceed.” 

“ You can bet that If you had I would have had him. I had 
hloi covered when you fired.” 

I theu worked up on the Inside of the thicket, the Major on the

Presently another shot from the Inside, and out 
came a bird straight at me. I waited until It had passed and 
tumbled It over with my first barrel.

“ I cut down an oak sapling that was In the way, suug out

It came out to me and I killed about four feet away 
from the muzzle of the gun. To “ put up” that bird would have 
been a difficult job for a taxidermist. 1 never saw a bird more 
completely shot to pieces in my life. The Major could not dis¬ 
tinguish the head from the tail, for there was nothing left of those 
members to go by. We had now got about all the birds in the 
place, and the Major proposed leaving.

After a short search we found him, as we supposed, standing 
stiff as a rail over a wiug-tipped bird. Picking up tbe bird we 
started for Impne with a total of sixteen birds for the two after¬ 
noons’ shooting abut two hours' shooting each time; rather a 
slim bag, but taking Into account the scarcity of the birds and the 
extremely difficult shooting which was the most difficult wood¬ 
cock shooting I have ever had, It was not so bad. A 

In order to stop the whistling woodcock as a momentary g®tpse 
of bint la caught, as he Is darting through the tall corn or dense 
thicket, sometblug more than aygrsge shooting Is required. A 
man who will kill snipes rlgbLetlopg In the opga will couie to 
grief shooting woodcocks, unless he 1 b accustomed to It; and eveu 
a good woodcock shot must expect to miss one-third of his birds. 
Half the time the dog only knows the bird is down. 

Of all shooting requiring a true aim and a quick ahot, wood 
cock shooting takes the palm. Never knowlug when the bird 
will rise, one has to be continually on the gui vine, with finger ou 
trigger or he will fall to stop the whistling “ long nose,” as a lit¬ 
tle acquaintance of mine calls him, and return home at night with 
an empty shot pouch and light bag.

CHAPTER III. 

The Literature of Prof. Edtvard D. Cope.t 

The life of Prof. Cope la the Index of all that la romantic In 
science. A sketch of bla literature would be void of much of 
the Interest attached without notation of some of the points In 
hla most extraordinary career. At the early age of eixteeu he be¬ 
gan writing on scientific matters, though he must have attained 
twenty-four years when bla writings first began to attract atten¬ 
tion. He is one of the few living writers who has been able to 
successfully turn at will from any department of living biolog¬ 
ical forms to those whose remains are found only In fossil state. 
From studies of this nature be boldly enters the realms of meta¬ 
physics, bringing out an astounding number of genuine contribu¬ 
tions to knowledge. In the bodies of learned men of which he 
Is a leading figure, he astonishes all who hear him by the facility 
with which he addresses or converses on topics under discussion. 
He seems both In his writings and speeches a man prolific tn vol¬ 
uminous knowledge of kindred subjects. His Investigations have 
already resulted In his naming upwards 1,000 species new to 
science,besides Innumerable genera. Hehas written on every exist¬ 
ing family of vertebrates, and revolutionized the classification of 
the amphibious animals by utilizing the skull as a source of dlf 
feremial characters. The classification of fishes has also be i 
much modified by him. 

The best part of hla work is undoubtedly comprised In his pa¬ 
leontological (extinct nulmal) studies which have distinguished 
him throughout the scientific world. In 1879 the Royal Geolog¬ 
ical Society of Great. Britain a«'arded him a medal for doing the 
most work In this line of any Individual for the year. 

Paleonlologual Work .—In this line he began Investigations 
Into the cretaceous green sand of New Jersey In 1866. He there 
discovered fifty-eight species of vertebrated animals new to science 
In that and later years. Among these was the remarkable di¬ 
nosaur, Lielape aguitunguis, allied to the megalossurus (large ex¬ 
tinct saurians of the lizard kind). His next explorations were 
In the mlocene formations of Maryland and North Carolina. 

These yielded great numbers of cetaceans (aquatic mammals of 
fish form, with fins lu place of feel), twenty-two out of forty- 
four of the whole kind being new species. Two of these of 
great size claim attention, the Mesoterus kerrlanus and Plesloce- 
tus cephalus, also the dolphin with a sword-fish beak, known as 
Rhabdosteus lattradlx. 

About the same time be Investigated the trlas (sandy marl rocks 
of variegated colors) of the Atlantic elope, and first determined 
their age by Identifying the genus Belodon, of Vou Meyer, Lu 
North Carolina and Pennsylvania. Ten new species were added 
to this fauna, chief among which was the gigantic carnivorous 
dinosaur, Palieoctonus appalachlanus. 

In 1868 Prof. Cope was employed by the geological survey of 
Ohio to determine the characters of the air-breathing vertebrates 
of the coal measuree of that state. He defined thirty-four uew 
species of fourteen genera, all but two or three batrachlaus (rep¬ 
tiles resembling frogs In their mode of organization). He also 
defined the order stegoccpball to Include the various forms of 
extinct batrachlaus in It referable to existing orders. 

In 1870 he made his first Western explorations. These were In 
the cretaceous region ot West Kansas, then dangerous from the 
hostility of the Cheyenne Indlaus. From this and later expedi¬ 
tions seventy-six new species of fishes and reptiles were secured 
and Identified. 

Among the remarkable forms found were the destructive Par - 
t/uus with powerful dentition and the Krlsichthe with sword-fish 
snout, and cutting pectoral spines. Of reptiles, the speclea Llodon 
and Elasmosaurus, the largest known swimming saurians, having 
necks alone eighteen feet long. 

In 1872 he undertook an expedition from Fort Brldger, Wy¬ 
oming, to explore the Eocene Badlands of the tributaries of Green 
river. The party obtained otghty-three new Bpecles, of which the 
most remarkable Is the Loxolophodon cornutus, a huge mammal 
with three pairs of osseus horns or processes on the skull. 

The true characters of the Dluocerata were first determined 
from this and other material obtained at this time and the group 
was referred to the Proboscides as a sub-order. The Corypho- 
donttdse were also referred to a second sub-divlelon, Panto- 
donta, of the same order. The Eocene carulvora were first 
shown to have a generalized carpus of the lower mammalia. 
A huge species of the Sullllne group was referred to the 
genus Achfflnodon, which is between the Eiolherlum and 
Anthracotherlum. Mr. J. King at one time made these 
beds Miocene, but Prof. Cope claims to be the first to de¬ 
termine them as Eoceue. 

In 1878 he conducted an expedition Into Northeast Colorado, 
havlug been appointed paleontologist of the U. 8. Geologic Sur¬ 
vey of the territories under Dr. Hayden. The principal explora¬ 
tions were in the White river beds, where he obtained seventy- 
five new species, mostly mammals. Among these were five 
species of a new genus, which he called Symborodon, quite near 
the genus Menodus, but without Inferior Incisor teeth. The 
species are of gigantic size, and have long horns-llke processes 
placed In various parte of the front of the skull. The hlpsodus 
minimus, the size of a squirrel, was also taken on this expedi¬ 
tion. 

In 1874 Prof. Cope was employed as paleontologist of the U. 8. 
Geographical Surveys, west of the one-hundredth meridian under 
Lieut, (now Captain) Geo. M. Wheeler, U. 8. A., In charge. 
Northwest and Central New Mexico was explored by a party of 
men. The geology of the northwest region, previously mlBun 
derstood, was developed and a great tract of eoceue sedimentary 
rocks Identified. A rich vertebrate fauna was found to contain 
great numbers of coryphodotldsj, among which the European cory- 
phodon was Identified, probably before other Investigators. The 
characteristics of the brain and feet were ascertained. The 
fauna was found In main features Identical with the 8uessonlaa 
of Western Europe. The order Amblypoda was defined for this 
group and that of the pantodonta. The primitive type of the 
carnivora was' first defined under the name Creadonta, and 
the strange sub-order Tfenlodouta discovered and defined as 
anDectant to the Edentata. A gigantic bird was also found here. 

The same expedition fouud the red beds of the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains and explored the Loup fork bed of the 8ante Fe. In the 
latter were fouud the new Mastodon and several species of Pro- 
eervulus. The latter were observed to have Indifferently a burr 


or no burr* on the horns, and an explanatory hypothesis was 
formed. Sixteen new species were found lu their formation. 

In 1875 Prof. Cope had determined that the vertebrates of this 
formation were reptiles, and not mammals, as bad been supposed. 
Their age was, therefore, determined as cretaceous In opposition 
to the then prevailing view that they were tertiary. This expe¬ 
dition together with a previous one In the same horizon in Colo¬ 
rado yielded forty new species, many of wbleh were dinosaurs of 
high organization. Some of the herbivorous forms were found 
to have an exceedingly complex dentition, arranged lu magazines, 
which, In some Instances, contain as many os 2,000 teeth. A 
new group of saurians, Cbarlstodera, and several Batrachians 
were discovered. 

In 1877, explorations lu the Jurassic beds of the Rocky 
Mountains, on the upper Arkansas river, were commenced. 

These yielded the largest known vertebrates with ambula¬ 
tory limbs. Sotne five of Buch Bpecles were found in prox¬ 
imity to each other. The dorsal fiu of one of these, Ampllcosllus 
Fi^glllsslmus, measured six feet In elevation, their processes and 
abutments being like paste-board. The members of this fauna, 
If proportioned as In one specimen, Ampllccellus Altus, were ten 
or twelve feet long. These forms belong to the Oplsthoccela. 
The carnivora are the Gonlopodous Dtnosaurla and the species 
of Hypslrophus. The species much exceed those of Megalosau- 
rus (great saurians of the lizard kind) In bulk. Similar species 
were found by a party which explored the same horizon on the 
Laramie plalDB of Wyoming. The whole number of uew species 
obtained were 36. 

In same year explorations were set on foot In the permlan re¬ 
gions of Texas. Previously a vertebrate fauna had been de¬ 
tected in Southeastern Illinois in a bed formerly referred to the 
coal measures by Messrs. Winslow and Callett. In 1876, Prof. 
Cope pronounced this perm Ian or trlas In the face of general op¬ 
position. Researches In Texas yielded a great extension of thlB 
fauna, proving It to be permlan. The new species obtained num¬ 
bered 44, many of them of a most remarkable character. There 
were no mammals and some of the reptiles resemble those dis¬ 
covered In South Africa. Here were both herbivorous and car¬ 
nivorous and all were referred to a new sub-order under the 
name of Pelycossaurla. They resemble the moDOtrematlaus (ani¬ 
mals that multiply by means of eggs which are hatched before 
they are laid, found in New Holland), mammals In many ways 
and are also allied to the Dlcynodontla. The two sub-ordere 
were united In one order, Theromorpha, which was regarded as 
the ancestral type from which the mammalia were derived. The 
species EryapB are large and the Trlmerorachls and Rhacltomus 
have extraordinary types of vertebra; 

Two explorations sent to Montana and Nebraska respectively 
discovered the horizon between White river (lower) and Loup 
fork (upper) mlocene, which Prof. Cope uamed Tlcholeptus. A 
number of species of peculiar character were obtained. 

Two expeditions to explore the Loup fork beds of Kansas ob¬ 
tained numerous reptiles aud mammals Including horses, camels, 
etc., with a fine new mastodon, J [netodon campeater and two uew 
rhinoceroses, Appelops fosslger and A. malchorluus. In all, 
twenty new species were added. 

The explorations In Oregon were conducted by parties sent 
out In 1877, and are still carried on. Prof. Cope visited the field 
In 1879. Up to this time a great deal of material and many fine 
specimens have been collected. The whole number of new 
species derived from these explorations Is forty. 

Examinations of Caves lu Virginia, Tennessee, Pennsylvania 
and California and the West Indies, have yielded Pibf. Cope sev¬ 
enteen species new to science. The most important of these are 
the huge California eave bear and gigantic chinchilla of 8t. Mar- 
tluus. 

The pliocene of Oregon was the object of au exploration lu 
1879. Here thirty-seven species were discovered, of which half 
were new and a number Identified with recent forms. The de¬ 
posit was remarkable for the prodigious number of bones of birds 
which It contained, and for the occurrence of flint and Imple¬ 
ments.

Prof. Cope first determined the relative ages of the horizons 
named by American geologists as compared with the European 
scale beginning with the Permian and Including the Niobrara 
and Laramie cretaceaus; the Wasatch, the Brldger, White river, 
Truckee, Loup Fork, and Pliocene Tertiary formations. 

These are the principal horizons of the interior of the conti¬ 
nent. The Identifications had previously been erroneous (or 
Indefinite, as In the case of the White river.) 

Extensive contributions to the genealogy of mamm&llau groups 
was published, first as to order generally, lu the quarto journal of 
the Academy of Natural Sciences, Philadelphia, 1864; and sec¬ 
ond, on the carnivora, Id 1875, lu the systematic catalogue of the 
Eocene fauna. 

The contents of theBe final reports have been partly anticipated 
by papers In the 8vo. publications of the Haydeo Survey, aud of 
the American Philosophical 8oclety, of Pnlladelphla. The latter 
publishing only once In bIx months, gives advance copies of pa¬ 
pers as soon as printed, of which a special edition Is Issued by 
Prof. Cope, under the name of the “ Palieoutologlcal Bulletin.” 
Several monographic synopses of groups have been given; es¬ 
pecially of the families of Peiistodaclyla and ot the Rinotcerida , 
Caniilie, and PeUdin. 

This closes the palieontologlcal record of Prof. Cope up to 
date. The list of pspers which follows these remarks will be 
notable for the variety of the departments of natural history on 
which he has written. The particular criticism on his writings 
offered Is concerning their frequent abstractness. His head Ib 
full of hard names, of which he makes lavish use, on the suppo¬ 
sition that the reader Is as fully versed In nomenclature as him¬ 
self. 

His papers on theoretic topics show the same profundity and 
require the most thorough attention aDd often lnveatlgatlon on 
the part of the reader to follow and absorb tbelr meaulng. Yet 
no one Is better able to pen his thoughts lu popular language 
than Prof. Cope, as hlB vocabulary Is most extensive.

Can Animals Talk 1 


Language of any kind considered as an endowment Is, in the 
world of plants, of course a mere creation of the Imagination—a 
fiction Indulged In for the purpose of pleasing or of Instructing. 
It Is not so In the world of animals. There are two principal 
lines of Investigation. These are: (1) What sounds does s 
given animal produce! Have we to do with a cry, or a moan, or 
a laugh, or a note, or a song? How are we to read Itl What 
letter or combination of letters of an alphabet used by man (say 
the English alphabet) will represent It! The answers to these 
questions throw light upon the more Interesting question, to what 
extent various species possess the power of articulation. (2) The 
second and still more Important line of Investigation is simply 
defined by the question, How are we to understand or translate 
the language of animals! 

Now It Is clear that we must have a key to this (or these) as 
to every other foreign language. We have not far to seek for the 
key. It Is In ourselves. The various sounds with which we are 
familiar, produced by the human voice, and the burden which 
they bear of Joy or sorrow, or light heartedness or care, of simple 
contented satisfaction or Its opposite, as well as of other feelings 
—our knowledge of these sounds, supplemented by careful ob¬ 
servation of individual animals, will furnish the required key. 
Only In the application of the key lies the difficulty. 

Let us take a familiar example of animal language; the common 
farmyard cock. There Is no melancholy In his sustained “ shrill 
clirlon ” note. His exulting song, so well harmonizing with his 
gallant nature and proud bearing, has made him a favorite with 
the poets of many countries. 


He has been, and Is, a great traveler. Coming originally from 
the East, he can make bis home everywhere. " All climates,” 
sayB Thoreau, “ agree with brave chanticleer. He Is more Indige¬ 
nous than the natives. His health Is ever good, hte lungs are 
sound, his spirits never Dag; even the sailor ou the Atlantic and 
Pacific Is awakened by his voice.” And brava chanticleer’s song 
was never more pootlcally nor more truthfully described than In 
Thoreau’s prose account of It. 

" It le,” ho sayB, “an expression ol the health and soundness 
of nature. . . . healthiness as of a spring burst forth, a new 
fountain of the mussB to celobrate this last Instant of time. . . 

The merit of this bird’s song is Its freedom from plaintiveness. 
The singer can easily move us to tears or to laughter, but where 
Is ho who can excite In us a pure morning joy? When in doleful 
dumps . . . I hear a cockerel crow, far or near, I think to. 
myself, ‘ There is one of us well, at any rate,’ and with a sudden 
gush return to my senses." 

The most Interesting question that arises at this point Is that 
which regards the more Intelligent of the brute creation. Is It 
probable that they will ever steakl In the course of a very able 
paper, the Bishop of Carlisle says: “A dog sometimes looks as 
though he was thinking a thing out, and dog stories are very 
wonderful; but, after all, the cleverest dog that ever llvod yet has 
never been able to get beyond ‘ Bow-wow,' and we may safely 
predict that no dog will ever acquire even the simplest elements 
of human knowledge.” 

But wbat, let ub ask, Is the real harrier between the dog’s 
mind (If the term may be used) and the simplest elements of 
human knowledge! It consists, I believe, in this fact: That the 
vocal organs of the dog are so constructed that It is Impossible for 
him to articulate a word. His vocabulary, however, already extends 
a long way beyond “ Bow-wow.” To begin with, there are as 
many different meanings to “ Bow-wow,” or to “ Wow ” (short 
and sharp) alone, as some one said a lady could gtve to the word 
“ dear," according to Its position In a sentence, and the emphasis 
with which It Is pronounced But, besides saying “ Bow-wow,” 
the dog whines. And there are many different meanings (which, 
however, we are sometimes too stupid to understand) In the 
whining of a dog. 

Parrots can be taught to repeat any words, but they can never 
make up for themselves a new phrase out of the materials in the 
shape of words that they may have acquired. The natural utter¬ 
ances of many birds, though conveying no meaning (as words) to 
themselves, Is distinctly artlculste, and sometimes is Identical In 
sound with words that have a meaning to u--. The note of the 
“ cuckoo ’’ ( from which the bird has derived its name in widely 
distant parts of the world) Is distinctly articulate, though un¬ 
meaning. Of cries that appear significative as well as articulate, 
Waterton gives amusing Instances. In the woods of America a 
traveler may suddenly hear himself greeted by the night-bird’s 
cry, “ Who are you, who, who are you!” and while he is looking 
about for his Impertinent questioner, he may receive from another 
bird the command, angrily and Imperiously uttered, “ Work 
away! work away!” followed up by the piteous entreaty of an¬ 
other, “ Willie, come, go; Willie, Willie, Willie, come, gol” 
Besides the cuckoo, other birds are named after their cry, as the 
“Whlp poor-WIU," the “ Chuck-Wlll’s-widow," aud the “ Whlp- 
Tom-Kelly.”— Caeeell’e Family Magazine. 


Notes. 

Census of Apes. —Under Instructions the sergeant in charge 
of the Blgnal station at Gibraltar makes and records regular ob¬ 
servations on the Barbary apes, colonized on the Rock of Gibral¬ 
tar. The last census gave twenty-five as the existing number. 
Since May l, 1880, "there have been three births. The yonng 
ones were first seen In Msy 3, then about a week old.” There 
was also " a second male apparently a year younger than the 
large male.

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CHAPTER XIX. 

The Bedlington Terrier, 

A dog which has made vast advances toward improvement of 
type of late years Is the Bedlington terrier. Like the Irish ter¬ 
rier, some few years back It was practically unknown, and, like 
the Irish terrier, Its existence on the bench Is In a great measure 
due to the correspondence and support It received In newspaper 
columns. A few ardent dog-lovers, amongst whom the late Mr. 
Samuel Handley was eminently conspicuous, being struck by this 
dog’s gamenees and love of sport, determined to bring the merits 
of the Bedlington terrier before the public, and having Interested 
many persons by their letters on the breed, were at last success¬ 
ful In getting them clasaeB at most of the principal shows. 

Unfortunately the support of the public at large has not hith¬ 
erto extended much beyond affording prizes for BedUngtonfi, and 
Geordle, the miner, la still almost alone In .the possession of the 
br«e 1. It Is quite true that several north-country amateurs have 


patronized this dog, but It has only been In a lukewarm sort of 
way; and the majority of the southern exhibitors who took It up 
have quickly abandoned the Bedlington In favor of other breeds. 
This Is almost unexplainable, for Its merits as a companion and 
a vermln'dog rank very high. Some are certainly rather ehort In 
their tempers, but so It Is in every breed, and we have met with 
scores of Bedllngtons who would compare In temper with any 
variety. The more natural deduction to be drawn from the want 
of support which has been accorded this breed Is that It la not 
an easy thing to get hold of a good strain of Bedllngtons without 
great expenditure of time and money. Miners are not able to 
show their dogs often, and even If they did so, aye devoted 
enough to them to decline to let them go on any terms. An ad¬ 
mirer of the breed, therefore, who purposes going In for it to any 
extent, will have to search the Newcastle and Blaydon districts 
thoroughly before he Is likely to get together a stud of dogs 
which will do him credit. A Norfolk gentleman who had In¬ 
vested largely In the breed some time back, and who was pretty 
successful In his show operations, told us that though he bad 
got together a nice strain of dogs, yet the difficulties he found 
put In the way of his obtaining crosses had determined him to 
give It up. He most sensibly remarked that It was useless to 
commence the foundation of a new Btraln without a dash of one 
or two of the best old blood In it, and as he could not be positive 
that this would be obtainable at the time he wanted it,he did not 
care to risk a probable failure at the end of one or two years’ 
breeding operations. 

Though the breed may not be so popular as otherB with 
" doggy " men througbont the country, It le nevertheless certain 
that In Its own district Its merits meet with due recognition. In 
Newcastle and ite environs almost every man has a “ poop,” and 
that “ poop ” is certain almost to be a Bedlington. In the com¬ 
pany of his trusty tyke, the miner when off duty Is supremely 
happy. They hunt or poach together, fight together, sleep to¬ 
gether, and not unfrequently drink together; It Is no uncommon 
eight to enter the tap-room of a north-country public-house and 
see as many dogs as men In the room, and all apparently equally 
Interested in the evening’s proceedings. The greatest Insult 
which can be put upon such a master Is a reflection upon his dog’s 
appearance or gatnencss; and as for ill-treating them, a stranger 
had better Injure “ Geordle ” than hurt bis dog. “ If thau 
poonch ma dog, ’arl poonch thee ” Is proof of the miner's love 
for his Bedlington, and is no uncommon threat In the neighbor¬ 
hoods where this breed is mostly found. 

The quality of the Bedllngtons now shown Is undoubtedly 
superior to that of some years back, when at^he most six or 
eight fairish specimens could be got from home to contend at 
our shows. The earliest supporter of the breed was the late Mr. 
Thomas J. Pickett, of Newcastle-on-Tyne, whose Tyneside and 
Tyndale were almost Invincible In their day at the principal 
canine exhibitions. Mr. Pickett gained such a name for the ex¬ 
cellence of hi < dogs that he was christened by his acquaintances 
the Duke of Bedlington. He died, however, in 1877, and since 
then the head of Bedlington affairs has been the Bedlington Ter¬ 
rier Club. It. 1s, we believe, In a great, manner due to the energy 
of the Bedlington Terrier Club that the popularity of the breed 
has been kept np of late years. For this society did not stick at 
expense, and boldly sent their dogs to the leading shows, thus 
keeping them well before the public for the time being. 

As regards the origin of the breed, and Its various crosses,con¬ 
siderable discussion has arisen from time to time In the columns 
of the Live Stock Journal. For Instance, Mr. Thoe. J. Pickett, 
writing to that, paper In November, 1875, gives Borne evidence 
concerning bis connection with the breed In the following words: 

“ Whilst a schoolboy, I recollect one day wandering through 
the woods of the Brandling estate of Gosforth, in the county of 
Northumberland, gathering primroses, where 1 met a woodman 
named David Edgar,who was accompanied by a northern counties 
fox terrier, and who gave me a whelp got by his celebrated dog 
Pepper. This whelp was the first of the breed I ever possessed. 
Being an ardent admirer of this description of dog, I followed up 
the breed, and have seen as many of them as most people, and 
also seen them tested. * * * # I have In my possession the 
original copy of Tyneside’s pedigree, dated 1889. signed by the 
late Mr. Joseph Ayneley.who was one of the first breeders of this 
class of dog, and who also acted as judge at the first Bedlington 
show; and quote the following as a description of what a north¬ 
ern counties fox terrier should be, viz.: 

" ' Color. —Liver, sandy, blue black, or tan. 

“ 1 Sha/ie .—The jaw rather long and small, but muscular; the 
head high and narrow, with a silky tuft on the top; the hair 
rather wiry on the back; the eyes small, and rather sunk; the 
ears long and hanging close to the cheek, and slightly feathered 
at the tip; the neck long and muscular, rlBlng well from the 
shoulder; the chest deep, but narrow; the body well propor¬ 
tioned, and the ribs flat; the legs must be long In proportion to 
the body, the thinner the hips are the better; the tall small and 
tapering, and slightly feathered. Altogether, they are a lathy- 
made dog.’ ’’ 

In the same number of the Live Stock Journal the following 
letter from an authority on the breed appears, and must be read 
with Interest as expressing his views: 

“The Bedlington terrier should be broad In the nostril, with & 
flesh-colored nose, hazel eyes, long, narrow head; smooth In the 
face, much resembling the ferret; the head surmounted with a 
silky tuft, large ear, rather narrow at the tips, slightly feathered 
round the edge, and lying close to the face; long in the back; 
rather coarse In the tall;. cleanlsh and not too high In the leg; 
wiry In the coat, and weighing from eighteen pounds to twenty 
pounds. They were rather eleepy-looktng doge, but when shown 
were game and keen as any ferret. 

“ I and old fanciers prefer the Livers, which are the proper 
species, and were all the vogue In former times; and In a con¬ 
versation I had at one of the late exhibitions with one of the old 
breeders of this rario'ty of terrier, relative to the blues, which are 
more commonly seen, and are all the fancy now, he said, when 
breeding them many years ago, he generally got one bine to six 
or seven livers In each litter; and when asked what was done 
with the blues, he acknowledged that they all got a watery grave, 
as they were not the right color, and were not In the fashion as 
they now are; which was perfectly the case, as we would not rear 
any of them. 

" About thirty or forty years ago I remember well people cross¬ 
ing these terriers with the bull-terrier, in order that they might 
stand more wear and tear for fighting purposes, which were then 
so extensively sought. A few years after that they again crossed 
them with our poodle dogs, so as to get linty-balred terriers, 
which are dow so often Beeo, and even winning prizes (for Bed¬ 
llngtons) at all our leading exhibitions; and when you look at 
them you will eee they resemble very much the apple bead of the 
poodle, and upon placing your hand over the skull, you will find 
their bumps as large as any bull-terrier. I have frequently seen 
those doge when tried; they might kill from four to half a 
dozen rats well enough, but when It came to taking hold of the 
eighth or ninth, they seemed so excited they tossed up In the air 
and appeared to he almost red hot. When asked to face the 
badger, they will go very fierce at first, but as soon as they come In 
contact with 1 Broc,’ they are generally Been to come faster back¬ 
wards than they went In, which was not the case with our real 
Bedllngtons, as the more you .gave them of any vermln the-keenel 





































and cooler they appeared to turn; aud when taken to the badger, 
tbev would never refuse, at least going live or six tltneB, and 
a ,*avT storing a considerable length pf time,which Is very seldom 
tee case with dogs that are now called Bedllngton terriers.

b "?n AmmsMS^Mr. A. N. Dodds, of Norte Shields, who had 
been for sometime taking a considerable part In a correspondence 
thlch had been going on, published the following table of potato 
Tnd description of the breed, which was certainly the moat elab¬ 
orate published up to teat time. Mr. Dodds writes as follow.: 

° « From the following It will be seen that I have divided the 
points Into three-head, body, color and tell. I contend that a 
eood body Is just as essential as a good head,and just as dlfflcu t 
b^d I contend also that, under present circumstances hard blue 
naively hair Is just as difficult to breed good as either. I am 
also well aware that as soon as they can be bred tru- to color an 
hardness (teen and no! till then) the scale of potato can be mo.ll- 
7 u Will also be seen that 1 have thrown n the tall, thu 
etalmr preference to head and holy properties.

Finally, we have ourselves been favored by Mr. O. s • 
son, of Bedllngton, with the following description, which he 
considers a proper one of the breed, and which opinion Is shared 

bv the leading Bedllngton terrier men In his part, 

’ “ The Bedllngton terrier should be rather long and small In the 
law but withal muscular; the head high and narrow,aud crowned 
with a tuft of silky hair of lighter color than the body; the eyeB 
must be small, round, and rather sunk, and dull until excited, 
then they are piercing ; the ears are Albert-shaped, long, and hang 
close to the cheek, free of long hair, but slightly feathered at the 
tips; the neck Is long and slender, but mutcular; the body we 
proportioned, slender, and deep-chested; the toes must be well 
arched; legs straight, and rather long In proportion to the height, 
but not to any marked extent; the tall varies from eight to 
twelve Inches In length, Is small and tapering, and free from 
feather. The best, and Indeed only true colors are liver sandy— 

In either case the nose must be of a dark-brown flesh-color; or, 
secondly, a black-blue, with the nose black." 

On reading the above opinions of such well-known authorities, 

It will be observed that for the most part the liver color is pre- 
ferred by them to the blue which is now bo fashionable. Whether 
the former shade has become rarer from a change of tastes on 
tee part af Bedllngton breeders, or whether It Is merely a coin¬ 
cidence that so few good liver-colored specimens happen to be 
shown just at prescut, we are unable to say; hut the fact re¬ 
mains, that of late high-class blue Bedllngtons outnumber the 
good liver ones In the proportion of about fifty to one. The only 
really flrst-raterof the latter color which we can caU to our mind 
a6 figuring prominently at recent exhibitions Is Mr. W llllam Nor¬ 
ris’ Elswick Lass, which Is an admirable Bedllngton, and consld 
ered bv several competent judges to he tee best out. It is re 
markable, however, that ten years ago the blue color was not 
only unfashionable but positively uupopular, one of the earliest 
writers on the breed describing the shade of the coat as very 
much like dressed flax.” There were and had been, nevertbe 
lees, many good specimens of tee darker color which kept push¬ 
ing themselves forward as well-shaped Bedllngtons, aDd It Is 
noticeable that tec mother of tee celebrated Piper, the property 
of Mr. Aynsley, was a blue-black bitch, but possessing a light- 
colored top-knot. Both Piper and hls mother Phmbe were con¬ 
siderably lighter In weight and smaller In stature than the dogs 
of the present day, the former only scaling about fifteen pou dj, 
and the latter weighing one pound less. These dogs existed about 
sixty years ago (viz/, In 1820), when Phtebe was left by her then 
owner, Mr. J. Howe, with Mr. E. Coates at Bedllngton vicarage. 
Piper himself Is referred to by one of hls admirers as being of the 
good “ old-fashioned liver color.” With regard to the gameness 
of Piper, we may refer to some of hls doings which appeared In a 
sporting paper In 1870, and which are extracted by one of Its cor- 
respondenta from a document signed Joseph Aynsley; 

“ With regard to the doings of Piper, It would take a volume 
to contain them; but I may mention that he was set on a badger at 
eight months old, and from that time until he was fourteen years 
old was constantly at work, more or leas, with badgers, foxes, 
foulmarts, otters, and other vermin. He drew s badger after be 
was fourteen years old, when he was toothless, and nearly blind, 
after several other terriers failed." 

Piper’s pedigree having been so muchdltcusscd, we are of opin¬ 
ion that a reproduction of It here may be of Interest. The table 
given beneath is the work of Mr. Wm. Clark, who baa been at 
considerable trouble In tracing tho pedigree of hla dog 8camp, 
who, as will be seen, Is a descendant of the famous Piper.

Another writer alludes to the gameness of tee breed, and Its 
eagerness In the pursuit of vermin, In the following anecdote: 

“ A fox wa& run to ground near Edlinghacn, and a mason there 
had two of these terriers, father and son. The younger dog 
(about twelve months old) was put luto the hole to try him, but 
could not kill the fox. Although advised not to do so, the man 
nut In the old dog also, which, not being able to reach the fox, 
actually seized and killed the young dog, and then reached and 

killed the fox." . 

Such Instances certainly prove the gameness of this handsome 
and very Interesting breed of dog, and arc worth repeating, as 
they may be the means of Inducing spprtemen who appreciate llie 
merits of a good working terrier, to give the breed a trial. The 
Bedllngton has very erroneously been given the character of a 
savage? headstrong dog, and one which Is likely to get Ills owner 
Into trouble If allowed to follow him lu Ids walks. All those, 
however, who know the breed well, and with whom we have 
spoken on the subject, are unanimous In denying the accuracy 
of tola statement, which they affirm Is quite destitute of founds- 

tion In fact. _ 

As regards the origin of the breed, there aro of course n umer 
ous theories, all more or less practicable, but none of which is uni¬ 
versally accepted as correct. For ourowu part wc are of the 
opinion that both the Dandle Dlomont, and the otter hound have 
been pressed Into the service at one time or another We con¬ 
sider ourselves strengthened In our support of the belief In a 
Dandle Dtamont cross by toe knowledge that formerly the breed 
was shorter on the leg than It It now, as latterly the pitmen found 
the short-legged dog too slow for coursing rabbits. One anony¬ 
mous writer has given hls opiolon teat In the earlier part of the 
century the length of a Bedllngton from tip of nose to tip of tall 
averaged about thirty-six Inches, whilst hls height was about ten 
Inches. Without, perhaps, going the length of this, It Is an ac¬ 
cepted fact that the breed has been of recent years bred higher 

In the legs than It was formerly. , ^ . 

Among the most prominent men and dogs lu the Bedllngton 
world, the name of the late J. T Pickett, of New Gutte-apon- 
Tyne, will always be conspicuously first. No man In bis life¬ 
time waa more enthusiastic and unfailing In hls support of tee 

breed, and the dolugs of hls Tyneside, Tyneda e and Tearem, 
will never be forgotten. Col. Cowen, too, of Blaydon-on-Tyne, 
has justly gained for himself great credit as a judge^ Other well- 
known exhibitors are Messrs. Carrlck, of Carlisle, T. Stoddart, of 
Blaydon-on-Tyue, tee Rev. H. Turner, of Norwich, Mr. Chris¬ 
topher Cornfortb, Mr. W. Norris, Mr. W. J. Donkin, and tee 
Bedllngton Terrier Club, all of whom are, or have ban. In po»-

Target Made With The Lyman Sight. 

ThciLymau pun sight is meeting with great favor from riflemen. Dr. 
O. C. Kulsht, of Oswego, N Y.. inclosing the above targets, nays: “ I 
have used the Lvrmin combination rear sight with great satisfaction to 
myself, nod cauapnrcciute Its utility at both short and long range. 1 
consider It preferable to any sight I ever nsed, or saw, for general 
shooting. 1 use it in connection with a Beach front sight on the Win¬ 
chester repeating rifle, for milck and rapid shooting. These targets 
were made ot 75 yards, showing twelve consecutive shots, off-bund, and 
one at 50 yard-, showing ten consecutive shots, off-haud. The targets 
arc half size.” 

Not an Off-hand Shot. paragraph that tells a story in its own 
way is as follows: “ A inab wtio belonged to a village rifle team was 
recently out on the plains of Wyoming Territory looking for game. 
Finally the. party sighted an elk at 800yards and prepared to shoot him. 
He was a noble duck. The member of the rifle team put a blanket 
down among the sage brush and artistically placed himself upon his 
back, with his left arm like a figure 2, supporting his nock, and his 
right arm, like a figure 7, supporting the aft end or the rifle. The 
measure of the wind was taken, and the sights were scientifically ad 
Justed, while the expert made a figure 8 with his legs and rested the 
rifle’s how between the toes of his shoes. The measure or his forefinger 
was now taken by a patent machine, aud the trigger was filed off 
slightly on the near side In order to be adjusted to the weight of the 
finger. Two men were then Rent out to put flags each side of the elk to 
show the hounds outside of which fthe rule tenmsler was not to fire; but 
the elk thought It had waited loug x anough^ and raa away.”

Rules of the O’Leart— Havbrlt Horse vs Man Pedestrian 
Competition. —Wo pub Ish in this issue the rules of the O'Leary — 
Uaverly—Knglehardt—Horse vs. Man—Consolidated Pedestrian Enter¬ 
prise, which takes place In Chicago. Aug. 29 lo Sept. 4. inclusive, for 
whlcn entries will be made to Mr. Fred Bnglehardt, at Havcrly’s Thea¬ 
tre, on or before Aug. 31. 

1. —No coaching will be allowed. 

2. —No jostling or any Interference whatever will be permitted. 

3. —Any competitor striving for the lead, must take the outside, with¬ 
out crowding those entitled to the pole, and must have a lead of at least 
ten feet (horse three lengths) before he has a right to cross over to the 
pole.* 

4. —A competitor, following a leader, mast be careful to keep snffl 
cleutly far In the rear to avoid treAding on his heels, or otherwise injur¬ 
ing or annoying him. 

5 . —Leaders, In order to remain entitled to the advantage of holding 
the pole, mnet remain within two feet (horse four feet) of the inner 
tracts line. 

fi.—No two or more competitors will be allowed to travel together 
abreast, when they are deemed to obstruct the progress of other par¬ 
ticipants In the race. 

7. — Competitors who are judged guilty of a breach of rules, will be 
penalized by distances, from one lap upward to permanent removal 
from tho track, at the discretion of the manager or Ills representative. 

8. —Competitors are hetd responsible for the conduct of their trainers 
and attendants, and If either, through misbehavior or infringement of 
the rules of racing laws, make themselves objectionable to oiher com¬ 
petitors or our patrons, they will be summarily removed from the 
Gullding. 

9. —Trainers and attendants must remain within the space allotted to 
them, and will not be permitted to pass tho limit line in serving their 
principals, or otherwise. 

Special Rules.—Competitors must be properly costumed, and it shall 
be the duty of tho manager to remove any competitor from the track 
who shall bo so negligent in his costume as so offend the eye of 
modesty. By proper costume is understood appropriate clothing, 
which need not, necessarily, be expensive, but which must be sufficient 
and of such style to gunid our enterprise against justifiable criticism. 
Men and horses to “ go as they please,” walk, trot, or run, and make 
the best of thoir way without assistance. Reversing allowed after the 
third day.

AMENDED OR REPEALED, WHICH? 

The game lawa of the southern portion of the state of Wiscon¬ 
sin have become somewhat complicated of late. It Is now a 
question In the minds of many good lawyers as to whether that 
portion of the state has any game law at all, or not. Section 4564 
of chapter 1S5 of the lawsof 1878, provides that “any person who 
shall take, catch, kill or destroy, wantonly molest or have in 
possession when killed or taken, or expose for sale In this stale 
any woodcocks, between the Bret day of January and the succeed¬ 
ing tenth day of July; or any quails, partridges, pheasants, pr 
ruffed grouse, prairie hens, or prairie chickens, sharp-tailed 
grouse, or grouse of any other variety, or any wood duck, mal¬ 
lard, or teal duck, between the first day of January and the suc¬ 
ceeding twenty-fifth day of August, in any year; or any wild deer, 
buck, doe or fawo, between tbe first day of January aud the suc¬ 
ceeding fifteenth day of September.shall be fined 

not exceeding ten dollars nor less than one dollar, for each bird 
or aulmal ao unlawfully taken, killed, bad In possession, or ex¬ 
posed for sale.” 

At the last session of tbe legislature »u effort was made to 
amend this section as to dates only, and as to the northern 
portion of the state only. This amendment (chapter 377, laws 
of 1880) reads, in substance, as follows: “Section 4564 of 
chapter 185 of the revised statutes of Wisconsin Is hereby 
amended.by substituting the word ‘ fifteenth' for 'twenty-fifth,' 
before the word 'day,' in tbe eighth line of said section, so that 
said section shall read when amended as follows: “ Any person 
who shall take, catch,kill,” etc., “ auy woodcocks between the Ut 
day of January and the succeeding 10th day of July; or any quail, 
partridge, pheasant or ruffed grouse,prairie beo or prairie chicken, 
sharp-tailed grouse or grouse of any other variety or any wood 
duck, mallard or teal duck between the 1st day of January and 
the succeeding 15th day ot August; or any deer, buck, doe or 
fawn between the 20th day of November and tbe succeeding 1st 
day of September,” etc., “ shall be fined not exceeding }10, nor 
less than 81 for each bird or animal so unlawfully taken, killed 
bad in possession or exposed for sale; Provided that the pro¬ 
visions of this act eball only apply to that portion of tbe state 
lying north of the north line of the counties of Vernon, Sauk, 
Columbia, Dodge, Washington and Ozaukee.” 

Now, It Is claimed by certain lawyers and sportsmen that this 
latter enactment repeals the former as to that portion of the state 
lying south ot the line above described, and leaves the counties 
named and all south of them, without any game law at all. 

We confess we are unable to see upon what theory or facts 
they base such an opinion. The statute of 1880 la entitled “ An 
act to amend,’’ etc., and not “ An act to repeal,” and there Is not 
one word in It that could justly be construed into an Intention 
to repeal. It was clearly the Intention of the law makers to 
simply amend the former law so as to allow the shooting of 
prairie chickens, ducks, etc., ou the 15th of August Instead of 
the 35th, as formerly, and this only In the northern portion of 
the state. We cannot see how they have committed any blunder 
in the wording of the statute as is claimed, nor how they could 
have made It any plainer than It Is. We learn that a great many 
sportsmen In the southern part of the state, who usually observe 
the laws closely, hare been shooting ducks and cblckeDS all 
through July and the first half of August, believing that there 
was no law to tbe contrary, but they have undoubtedly laid them¬ 
selves liable to a fine of ten dollars for each bird killed previous 
to the 15th lust. 

We append a copy of a letter from Hon. Alexander Wilson, at¬ 
torney general of the state, to Mr. I H Brlnkerboff, of Wau- 
pun, In which the different phases of the question are clearly and 
forcibly expressed. We cannot agree with General Wilson, how¬ 
ever, that tbe decision of s competent court will be required to 
fully establish the meaning of the law ; we think It clear enough 
already.

Dear Air—Your favor of the 5th Is at baud, Inquiring as to 
the game law. One theory of the amendment, chapter 377, laws 
of 1880, Is that the old law, or sectlou, la absolutely repealed, 
and the new with Its proviso, takes Its place. This would 
leave tbe south part of tbe stftte without any game law, so far 
as any game Is named In that chapter. The other theory Is that 
the proviso In said chapter 277 shows bow far the repeal Is to 
take effect, and that the old section, or law, still prevails as to 
the southern part of the state. I favor the first theory, but good 
lawyers here and elsewhere think I am wrong; hence It may take 


the decision of a competent court to determine the law. If a 
man violates the old law In the Boutherfi part of the state, no 
doubt be ruoB some risk. He may In good faith be complained 
against, and perhaps tried. I have examined tbe history of the 
bill on Its passage through tbe legislature, and find nothing to 
afford any light upon the construction of the act.

A Model Hunting Boat. —The Klunlcklunlck Gun Club, of 
Milwaukee, are having a bunting boat built at Wtnnecoune, that, 
judging from tbe plans, will be a model of comfort and conven¬ 
ience. It Is to be a sloop-rigged scow, and will carry one hun¬ 
dred and forty yards of canvas. Its dimensions are: Length of 
keel,forty-two feet; beam, twelve feet, nine Inches; depth of 
hold, three feet; cabin, in clear, six feet, four Inches. It !b to 
have seven sleeping berths, and room for several hammocks. It 
will be provided with kitchen, dining and smoking rooms, Ice- 
chests, gun racks, ammunition chests, and In fact, every con¬ 
venience that a sportsman could wish for. It will accommodate 
twenty to twenty-five men comfortably, and as It will draw but 
eight Inches of water, can run anywhere In lakes Winnebago, 
Wlnneconne, I’oygao, Butte Dea Morte, and on the Wolf and Fox 
rivers, all of which waters furnish excellent duck shooting and 
fishing In Beason. Tbe boat Is being constructed under the super¬ 
vision of Captain A. M. Horr, of Wlnneconne, and will remain 
In bis charge wben completed. It will be at the service of other 
parties when not In use by the KtqnlcklnnlckB.

Dr. Carver’s Letter from Germany. 


ViBjjijtA, Austria, July 8, 1880. 

Editor Chicago Field: —Since my last letter I have visited 
Holland, Germany, and Austria. Nothing of particular Interest 
occurred during my stay In the country of wooden shoes and 
cheese. I spent several weeks Id Holland, and met many ot the 
fine Dutch shooters, who do not have so great opportunities for 
shooting as many of their neighbors—the French and Germans— 
and as a natural consequence do not possess their great skill as 
marksmen. Owing to the flat and low country, game la compara¬ 
tively scarce; they do not encourage pigeon shooting because it 
Is cruel, aud refrain from shooting glass balls because they are 
expensive; however, the Dutch shooter Is a good fellow, and de¬ 
serves a better fate. 

From Hague, Holland, to BerllD, tbe change Is most striking; 
the appearance of the people changes, and Instead of wooden 
shoes rattling over the pavement, you see lovely women, bright 
and happy faces, and tbe fiDest-looklng men the world ever pro¬ 
duced. Germany Is a great military country, and the twenty 
thousand soldiers stationed In Berlin alone are the finest soldiers, 
tbe best drilled aDd most striking In appearance of auy country 
on earth. Germany and her people are all historians have said 
good about them. What a great mistake historians have made 
In using tbe French for a model worthy to be followed by all 
nations. France does not compare In beauty to Germany, nor 
has she the many good qualities so desirable to make a country 
enjoyable, aDd it Is quite impossible to favorably compareJthe 
French to the Germans. Tbe Germans, as a nation, are educated, 
truly polite, and refined, full of life and animation, true to eaefi 
other and themselves; the French, os a nation, are anything but 
wbat history paints them, and quite the reverse of the Germans. 

Before I left America 1 almost worshiped Franco and her 
people, their polite ways, and good cooking, combined with their 
modest, Innocent manners. I thought Paris a city where tbe air 
would be filled with a delicate perfume, the ladies clothed in 
gorgeous attire, her waxed-moustached and polite-.nannered gen¬ 
tlemen—always In full dress—that Is what I expected from the 
glowing descriptions given in history. And judge of my surprise 
aDd real disappointment to find the Inside truth directly at vari¬ 
ance with tbe Ideal people figured by history. History lies, and 
It’s a whopper. 

Parle Is like most other cities which English aud American 
people frequent; they bring the style with them,and carry it away 
again. Paris will never see tbe day, with all ber visitors com¬ 
bined, that she can compare for even one afternoon, with the 
style and beauty of New York as displayed on Fifth Avenue. 
Paris, as I expected, was fragrant with perfume, but oot of the 
ottar of roses. Garlic and onions filled the air; French women 
sweep the streets, and, harnessed with dogs to dirty little carts, 
pedd.e milk from door to door, and a polite Frenchman’s breath 
is stronger than the Ill-will of one of New York’s greatest sport¬ 
ing editors. 

What a pleasure to be In Berlin, surrounded with style, com¬ 
fort aud politeness, after traveling through Holland, Belgium and 
France. I spent one month In Berlin shooting and driving in 
the tier garden, one of the finest drives In the world, and then 
had the great honor to shoot for tbe Emperor and Crown Prince 
and Princess of Germany. While in Berlin I accepted an Invita¬ 
tion to ahoot pigeons with the members of the Union Club, aud 
at tbelr private ground, a few miles from Beilin, spent a most 
enjoyable afternoon The Germans are fine shots, bnt luck some¬ 
times Is better than science. I bad the same luck shooting In 
Berlin that I had In Paris, not missing one pigeon during tbe 
afternoon, but the Germans are lovers of sport, and love ability; 
they said I was a very floe shot and possessed great talent, and 
they were most proud to shoot with me, for so great a man had 
never been seen In Germany before. I bowed my head In 
silence, thanking Providence for the good luck I had had. and 
thought to myaelf, If some one possessing great ability, ll^e tbe 


Kansas boy that beat Bogsrdus, what a hero he would be In this 
country. 

Last September I wss In Berlin, and went partridge shooting 
with a party of twenty gentlemen. I could nut speak German, 
but like a good poloter, was guided by motions of my com¬ 
panions’ “ digits.” I made many mistakes by shooting my com¬ 
panion’s birds, not being versed In the German way of sporting, 
but was forgiven at lunch time. 

I bad often had the flue doge of Berlin shown me, and tbeir 
good qualities and fine points explained to mo, until I thought I 
knew the nature aud auatomy of all good dogs lu Germany. 
Seven dogs started In the party, working well together, the shoot¬ 
ers walking In line about twenty feet apart; they told me bow, 
If OD8 dog found a bird and pointed, tbe rest would back him up 
from any part of the field. We moved down our line In silence, 
tbe dogs ranging well ahead of us, our hearts beating with ex¬ 
pectation, when the finest dog of tbe party rao over and flushed 
an old partridge; we all stopped, I, of course, surprised. The 
dogs stopped for one moment to look at tbe bird, the next In 
stant all were In wild pursuit; the dogs chased that bird as long 
ss we could see them In a comparatively level country, and one 
of the party, who bad & field glass, watched them until he 
thought tbe distance was, at least, twenty miles. 

We bunted ou iu silence, walking up the birds during the rest 
of the day, or until we bad finished shooting partridges. Once I 
was stationed by a small piece of buckwheat, the rest of tbe party 
surrounding It on all sides, leaving me In the open. I saw a 
Small head peer forth from the buckwheat, the next Instant tbe 
dogs rushed by me aDd out ran a roe-buck pursued by the dogs, 
the dogs driving him almost over one of Emperor Wllltain’B best 
hunters; he was surprised, and the roe-buck he missed with both 
barrels, mucb to tbe surprise, of his companions. When we re¬ 
turned to BerllD, the dogs were still looking for the roe-buck. 
As It was the first bunt of the seasoD, I could, In a measure, un¬ 
derstand why the dogs did so badly. In comparing my hunt 
with the QermaD doge with those of 8. B. Dilley, Lake City, Minne¬ 
sota, I think the American dogs have no superlora In this 
country as to training. I never saw dogs In auy country work 
as well as Mr. Dllley’s. 

From Berlin to Vienna, I was sorry to go, even for a short 
time, but I expected a great treat wben 1 reached Vienna. I am 
pleased with Austria aDd her people, and will write to you agalu, 
entering more fully Into a description of tblB country. Here 
another mistake occurs In tradition—the Blue Danube—to say 
I was disappointed, Is just wbat I mean. How patiently I bad 
waited for tbe day to come when I could sit on tbe banks of the 
Danube, and have my face reflected with all that gorgeous 
beauty that one would naturally expect from a river so famous. 
I sat on tbe banks of the Danube, gazed Into her muddy waters, 
and thought of old Missouri. I would like to waltz old 
Strauss down to It just once, and see wbat uame he would give 
his next—Danube waltz. Without jokltfg, the Blue Danube ia a 
fraud.

1 wa6 traveling “away out West” some years ago and In cross- 
lug a stretch of country from one railroad to another It became 
necessary to ride a portion of tbe distance on a freight wagon, 
the driver of which was engaged In hauling goods from the rail¬ 
road station for merchants In an Interior town, twelve miles dis¬ 
tant.

daug holler. And when he saw she bad the yung daug down be 
ruu to the house and got Ids old musket—he bad an old musket

the powder down and then he got tbe ramrod fast In the i Id 
musket and couldn't get It out. aud he run right up close to de 
old the wolf and let drive, and he bored her right through with 
de ramrod and killed her and den be killed both of her cubs mtt 
a club.

Oh, we was awful druuk, and It rained like thunder, and we got 
as wet as If we’d a swum de river." 

“ And how many fish did you catch I" 

“ Oh, we didn't ketch any fish, but we had lota of fun, and 
don'd you forglt It." 

At this stage of the proceedings we drove up to the hotel in the 
village where we were to part. I bade him good-bye, hoping we. 
might meet again at some future time, to which he responded: 

“ You bed your life.” 

Reply to “Triplex.’’ 

Milwaukee, Win. 

Editor Chicago Field: —In your Issue of Aug. 14 la an art! 
cle headed with the query, "Is the Wisconsin Game Law Uncon¬ 
stitutional - :"’ 1 have consulted lawyers here, who are considered 
of the best legal talent, and they all agree that our game laws 
are constitutional. Section 4,564, revised statutes of 186S, pro¬ 
hibits the killing of certain kinds of game In this stale between 
the 1 st day of January and the succeeding 25th d*y of August. 
Last Winter our legislature amended this section by act, chap 
ter 377, making the time August the 15th, and added the follow¬ 
ing proviso: “ The provisions of this Act Bhall only apply to that 

portion of the state lying north of the northern boundaries of 
the countiei of Vernon, Sauk, Columbia, Dodge, Washington 
and Ozaukee." 

Several papers In this city and state, a few days ago, published 
the above section and amendment, and gave the opinion which 
they claimed accorded with one by the Attorney-General, In effect 
that the amendment left the southern tier of counties without any 
game laws, and therefore It was competent for any one to at 
once begin the slaughter of game Id the southern couutles. On 
reading this I at once consulted several eminent legal geutlemeD 
and they gave the subject cireful and full consideration, and ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that the amendment does not repeal Section 
4,564, so far as It applies to the southern counties, and Is in full 
effect to the 25th day of August; and In the northern counties 
the law Is off on the 15th of August. 

On the strength of thiB opinion the K. G. Club In company 
with members of the W. S. A., will continue their efforts Id pros¬ 
ecuting any parties found violating the game laws In this vicinity. 
They have already prosecuted, successfully, nine or ten parties 
for violating the laws In the neighborhood of Muskego Lake. 

I am acquainted with some of the officers and members of the 
Horlcoo Game Protective A'Boeiatlon, and know them to be gen¬ 
uine sportsmen; men of principle, just, and determined Id their 
actions. They are doing a noble work, and Triplex cannot say 
too much In their praise; they are deserving of all that can be 
said In their favor, and jUBtly so. I am simply astounded at what 
Triplex says of a certain county judge. I did not suppose there 
was a man bolding such a position In this state willing to show 
that he possesses to little dignity and has so poor an appreciation 
of his office; this man Is certainly a disgrace to the ermine. 

1 am sorry that Triplex expresses an opinion so slighting of 
the Wisconsin Sportsmen s Association. NHw, 1 do not know 
who jour correspondent is, but 1 think he Is a genuine sports¬ 
man, a law-abiding one, and one that would like to have all vio¬ 
lations stopped at once. 1 excuse him for wh.it he says of the 
W. 8 . A , as I compare him to many another good soldier whom I 
have seen fight like heroes during the battle, and at Its close, 
while excited and covered with blood aod the glories of victory, 
exclaim: “If the rest had fought as l did there would not be an 
enemy left.” But after, In their cooler moments,on looking about 
they discovered that hundreds, yes thousands, of others had done 
as nobly. 

The W. S. A. baa done all that could reasonably be expected of 
It; It was organized on the 10th of February last, too late to pre¬ 
sent any bill before our legislature, which was well along In Its 
session at that time. The W. S. A. will have a meeting In Octo¬ 
ber, or early In November next, when it Is probable that a good 
and reasonable game and fish law will be drawn In accordance 
with the views of sportsmen from all over the state, to be pre¬ 
sented at the opening of the legislature, ami pressed to a passage, 
and other efforts be made In the Interests of the protection of 
game and fish. 

I really do not know anything about members of the 
W. 8 . A. writing “ eloquent articles for the Chicago Field, over 
jiw-breaklng mm de plumes, denouncing pot-hunters and at the 
same time shooting game In and out of season, aod stand ready 
to legally protect tbelr pot-hunting friends with the plea that 
our law Is unconstitutional.” Now If Triplex knows anything 
of this kind, It Is bis duty, to at least report them to the secre¬ 
tary of the W. 8 . A., so that their names may be stricken from 
the roll of membership—no such are wanted to disgrace the or¬ 
ganization. I have seen 8 . J. Williams, secretary of the W. 8 . 

A , aud he says he Is grateful to T. for bis opinion of the work 
done by him; It Is true that he l as earnestly labored to have 
something effective done for the protection of our game out of 
season, but thinks that T. gives him too much credit (in fact 
much more than he claims) as he knows .some others who have 
been earnest In this same direction. 

I think Triplex a little too severe In bis remarks about the 
last aonuat supper of the K. G. C. It was not the fault of the 
Invited guests that ample cood cheer waa set before them, but 
(hey would certainly have been at fault had they not done ample 
justice to It. As to the speeches made while the organization of 
the W. 8 . A. was under consideration, the# were moderate, 
earnestly pertinent to the Bubject, and void of windy length. 
The occasion was a reasonable one, and I think bronght forlh 
good results, and I hope aud believe, that Triplex wljl think a 
great deal belter of the organization formed at that meeting 
before another year haa expired. Blub Jat. 

Antelopes, Prairie Dogs and Tarantulae. 
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your readers. I hunted last season, as I have done for a good 
many years, but not with my usual success, game of all kinds ex¬ 
cept bears being scarce; not that I think there Is any leas game 
in the country, but for various reasons It was not to be found on 
Its usual ranges. Black tall deer stay high up In the mountains 
till compelled by snow to come down for food. Last season the 
snow came so late that the deer hfluting season was very short. 
Antelope hunting In this part of Colorado Is nearly played out, 
as nearly all the watering places for sixty miles east of Pueblo 
have been fenced In with barbed wire, so the antelope are obliged 
to go to other places. One stock man has fenced 60,000 acres 
of the best antelope range In Colorado, and many others have 
fenced from 20,000 to 50,000 acres. Another great drawback to 
antelope bunting Is the great herds of sheep that have been 
brought lu here In the past two or three years. It will be but a 
short time till we shall be compelled to seek more distant hunt¬ 
ing grounds. 

I have noticed several articles on the prairie dog, I have 
lived among then, for mauy years and have given them some at¬ 
tention, and from what I know about them I cannot agree with 
any of the writers In all they say. That dogs, owls and rattle¬ 
snakes live together there Is no reaeou to believe, nor have I ever 
seen anything that leads me to think that dogs and owls Inhabit 
the same hole. I have seen and killed rattlesnakea In dog boles, 
hut they were always old holes, not Inhabited by anythlug else. 
Hundreds of owls are to be found about dog towns sitting on the 
mounds, and as you approach them they will either go Into the 
hole or fly to another. If you follow them from mouDd to mound 
you will always find the ground white with their droppings, with 
no dog sign about these particular mounds. Then you go to 
mounds where you have seen dogs go In, aud you will see plenty 
of dog signs but no evidence of owls. They all live In the same 
town, but In separate habitations. I am not prepared to say 
what they do for water. I have seen dog towns six or eight 
miles from water, and have no reason to think It could be found 
by digging two hundred feet. Some writers say that there Is one 
hole In a town dug dowu to water, and that all the dogs use it; I 
never have seen anything that looked like It. They cannot de¬ 
pend on the dew, as some say, for there are many months at a 
time when there Is no more dew at night than there is at noon¬ 
day. Some say they live without water. I know that pet dogs 
are fond of water. 

I send you a specimen of tarantula, not a very good one, but 
the be 6 t I have. It is a medium-sized ODe; Its body is shrunken 
to leas than one-third of its natural size. They are not nice pets, 
hut much more to be dreaded than the rattlesnake or centipede, 
as their bite Is much more poisonous. They are always lu bad 
humor and ready for a fight. I have frequently tested their jump¬ 
ing qualities, but never have seen them exceed twenty Inches, 
and seldom more than twelve. I have heard of tbelr jumping ten 
feet, but I always deduct four-fifths for the elasticity of some 
one’s imagination. The tarantula has a natural enemy In the 
shape of a large wasp, In appearance exactly like a common 
wasp, but sometimes three and a half Inches long. He seems 
always to be on the watch for his foe, and is Invariably the attack¬ 
ing party; while on the other haDd the tarantula makes his es¬ 
cape, If possible. The wasp is always the victor. Whether It is 
the poison of the wasp or the severity of his sting that kills, I am 
not prepared to say. The tarantula Is not very numerous In this 
part of the country, but In some parts of New Mexico and Texas 
they are very plenty, and of a reddish color. 

Ducks have been very plenty this Spring, and great numbers 
have been killed; most of them hsve now gone to their breeding 
grounds In the mountains. Jl. m. m. 

The Grouse Range of Texas. 

Richmond, Texas. 

Editor Chicago Field: —Texas can boast of a larger grouse 
range than any Southern state. Protected by game laws from 
March to July, July finds our chickens three-fourths grown, 
strong of wing, lylugwoll to dogs,and in most sections abundant. 
Starting from our principal city and seaport, Galveston, Harris 
county, a distance of forty miles, we find a good grouse field; 
bags of ten to forty cau be made over good dogs. This range ex¬ 
tends west along the San Antonio railroad for two hundred miles. 
In Fort Bend, Wharton and Colorado counties, bags of any ex¬ 
tent can be made; It only lies with the endurance of dog and 
sportsman. With a fine south breeze fanning this section, from 
the gulf, a cooler grouse range cannot be found on this continent. 
Further south and west grouse do not Inhabit. 

North Texas has a range commencing In Central Texas, 
McLennan county, extending to the Indian territory, interrupted 
by a few wooded counties. This grouse range loses the south 
breeze, and Is too'hot,tlll September,when corn-fields “are ripe,” 
and where a dog Is of no use but to retrieve.

Arnold Burges made favorable mention of Dlttmar powder. 
Having confidence In Mr. Burges, I ordered from the company’s 
headquarters, In New York city, samples of their best shot-gun 
powder. The following Is a copy of their bill: 

2 cans Diamond C, 85c. 11.70; 2 cans 8 porting C, 65c. 
fl .30; 1 can Sporting B, .65. 

In my experiments I found that It burns very slowly, makes 
about one-half as much noise ae the black powder, causes but 
a little recoil, and but an Inconsiderable whiff of smoke; but It 
Is Inferior In penetration—say twenty per cent.—to Dupont’s 
No. 2 Duck. My opinion of its merits may be summed up as 
follows: 

(I.) Less recoil; (2.) Less smoke; ( 8 .) Less sound; ( 4 .) 
Less dirt. 

Its demerits are. (I.) It burns too slowly; (2.; Its feeble pen¬ 
etration. 

Mr. Ditmar will have to overcome these two demerits before 
bis powder will be preferred to the best grades of black powder.

THE WESTERN ANGLER.—No. HI. 

BY DR. J. A. HENSHALL. 

Tbe Black Hass.—(Concluded.) 

STILL FI SHI XO. 

Still fishing Is the most universal mode of angling for the 
black bass. As the name Implies, It consists In throwing in the 
baited hook, and waiting patiently for “ a bite,” the angler, mean¬ 
while, keeping himself and rod as still as possible. Fly-fishing Is 
surface fishing; casting the minnow Is both surface and mid- 
water fishing; while still fishing combines mid-water and bottom 
fishing. In fly fishing and casting the minnow the bait is kept In 
pretty constant motloD, while in still flsblug tbe bait Is left to It¬ 
self, or “ still,’’ for a'longer or shorter time. Still fishing on 
streams Is best practiced from the banks, while on lakes or ponds 
a boat Is necessary. 

8 ti!l fishing Is often practiced without a reel, and sometimes 
without a rod, a band-line merely, being used. When no reel Is 
employed, the rod should be quite long and light; the beet being 
a cane pole from twelve to fifteen feet In length. When the 
reel 1 b used (as It always ought to be) tbe rod recommended for 
casting the minnow Is the best, though moat still fishers prefer a 
longer rod, say from ten to twelve feet, as they are not proficient 
In casting. The length of the line for still fishing depends upon 
the character of the rod. Where no reel is employed, lt should 
he of about the same length as the rod; when the angler uses a 
reel, but Is Indifferent In casting, a line of twenty-five yards Is 
sufficient; but when the regular minnow rod Is used by a good 
caster, fifty yards, as in casting the minnow, should be used. 
Tbe line In each Instance being the same ae recommended for 
casting the minnow, except where no reel Is used, when the 
smallest size twisted silk line, No. I, Is the best 
Still fishers usually employ the float and stoker, and they may 
be used or not according to circumstances. Where the stream 
la shallow and full of snags, etc., a float Is necessary, and where 
tbe current Is quite swift, a sinker must be used to keep tbe bait 
beneath the surface. 

While a minnow Is the best bait for casting, other baits, as the 
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belgramlte, crawfish, frog, cricket, grasshopper, etc., are as good, 
and sometimes better, for still fishing. The lielgramlle Is a cap¬ 
ital bait, either early or late In the season, when the Bass are on 
the ripples or In shallow water. It is a fiat, dark, repulsive look¬ 
ing worm, some two or throe Inches long and a half Inch wide 
(the lame of the horned corydalls), aud Is found under boulders, 
fiat stones, decaying timbers, etc., in shallow streams. It Is vari¬ 
ously called helgramlte, dobson, hellion, kill-devil, grampus, 
crawler, etc., and Is best hooked by passing the hook under the 
capcoverlug the ueck, from behind forward, bringing the hook 
out next to the head. 

The crawfish, especially when casting Its shell—when It Is culled 
“peeler’’or " shedder is a good bait. In Its usual state It 
Is best hooked through the tail; peelers can be hooked through 
the head or body. Grasshoppers, crickets, frogs, etc , are used 
with varying success In still fishing, and sometimes the humble 
“wum.” 

As the still-fisher never casts his halt very far, it is highly im¬ 
portant that he keep as still and motionless as possible; and If 
lu a boat, must avoid striking the same with his feet, his rod, or 
the oars, as such sounds are heard very distinctly by the flab. He 
should fish toward the 6 un, so as to keep his shadow behind him 
He should keep his line as taut as possible, with his thumb 
always upou the spool of the reel (If ho uses one), and as the 
line becomes slack, should reel it in. 

When the bass takes the halt, in any mode of bait-fishing, the 
angler should let him have It for five or ten seconds, according 
to the mood of the fish. If he bites eagerly and wickedly, the 
angler may book him at once; but If he seems shy, off hls feed, 
and Inclined to toy with the bait, let him have It a few seconds, 
and give him line as he takes It, keeping the thumb upon the 
spool as a drag, however, so as to feel every motion of the fish. 
At the proper time the angler should check him by a stronger 
pressure of the thumb, when, If the bass pulls strongly and 
steadily, and seems inclined to run away with the bait, he should 
be hooked at once by a slight “ twist of the wrist," but not by a 


ground, he runs off forty to Btxty yards of line; the spoon, re¬ 
volving gracefully beneath the surface, proves an effective lure. 

A violent jerk on the line announces the fact that an unfortu¬ 
nate bass has “ hooked himself ;" often he will leap Into the air, 
vainly endeavoring to shake the glittering deception from hl» 
jaws, but hls efforts usually only serve to fix the several ho ks 
more firmly In hls mouth, and provided he does not crush them, 
or tear them out aud escape, he is Is “ hauled In,” hand over 
hand, by muscle and main strength, without a single chance for 
hls life; dragged'to an Ignoble death by a hand-line and spoon. 
This may do for the pickerel; but, oh,gentle reader, an’ you 
love me, spare the bass this indignity I 

TROLLING WITH THU HOD. 

Trolling with the rod, and with the artificial fly, the mlnuow, 
or the spoon for bait, Is capital sport. The minnow casting 
rod, before described, Is the best one to use In this style of ang¬ 
ling, though any light rod, not exceeding ten or eleven feet In 
length, will answer. The only lines admissible here are the 
braided silk line, raw or boiled, and the braided linen line; the 
caliber should be a else larger than recommended for casting the 
minnow. The float should uot be used. One or two swivels are 
necessary, but usually no sinker is required. 

If artificial lies are used In the troll, two or three files may be 
employed, with, of course, a gut leader. If a spoon-bait is the 
lure, only the smallest size (trout spoon) should he used. In 
trolling with the live minnow, but one hook should be used; give 
a wide berth to the English abomluatlons known as spinning . 
tackle, gauges, etc., consisting of from three to a dozen hooks 
arranged in groups of three, with single hooka for Impaling the 
minnow; these contrivances are intended for pike fishing, and 
should never be used for the black baas. A single hook is suffi¬ 
cient for all purposes; the minnow may be hooked through the 
lips, or, perhaps the best way for trolling, Is to pass the hook 
through the mouth and out at the gill-opening, then carry it 
back and Insert it juBt behind the dorsal fin; a minnow will Bpln 
as well hooked in this way, as with the most approved spinning 


violent jerk, or by “ yanking ” the rod. 

If, however, upon checking the bass he gives several tugs or a 
succession of slight jerks, It Is better to let him run a few seconds 
longer, for he has the bait crosswise In hls mouth and does not 
feel the steel; finally, when he pulls steadily, hook him as before 
described. 

From the time a bass first “bites ” until he is in the landing- 
net, be should never be given an Inch of slack line, under any 
circumstances. The rod must be held by the butt, with the 
thumb upon the reel, and the bass should be made to feel con¬ 
stantly the spring of the rod, which should always malntalu a 
curve, by the tip being held in an elevated position. The bass 
should fight for every Inch of line, and the angler should take It 
again whenever possible. The fish must be killed on the rod. 

Should the bass break water, with a long line, merely let the 
rod straighten as be falls back, so as to slacken the liue (but it 
should be recovered immediately when he strikes the water) for if 
the bass falls across a tight line he is almost sure to tear the hook 
out. If he breaks water with a short line, the rod may be ele¬ 
vated so as to keep the line above him, following him back as he 
falls Into the water. 

If there is danger of the bass getting to the weeds, or to the 
protection of snags, roots, rocks, etc., be must be be stopped at 
all hazards. If the rod is a good one and pliable, the angler 
must not hesitate to give him the butt; this will bring him up 
standing, with no danger to a first-clas 6 rod; but If the rod Is a 
stiff one, turning the butt to him will be most sure to break it; 

In this case It is best to keep the bass away from dangerous places 
by main strength, and the natural bend of the rod. If fishing 
from a boat, great caution must be used to prevent the bass from 
running under it, as he will be sure to do If he has the opportu¬ 
nity; and should he Buceeed, the rod must be quickly passed 
around the stern or bow, and thumb at once released from the 
reel so as to allow the line to run out as rapidly as possible, 
otherwise a broken rod Is the result. 

When the fish la thoroughly exhausted he should be landed, 
and not before. Most anglers attempt to land their fish too soon, 
thus curtailing their sport and endangering their tackle. The 
landing-net should be held several inches beneath the surface of 
the water, and held perfectly still, when the angler Bhould bring 
the fish over It; then the net should be lifted quickly, and with 
one motion. The angler must never, himself, nor allow hls as¬ 
sistant to, frighten the fish by lunging at it with the net, In at¬ 
tempting to Bccure It. More fish are lost in clumsy endeavors to 
land them, than in any other way. 

TROLLING WITH HAND-LINES. 

Trolling with the hand-line is a very primitive and simple mode 
of angling; in fact, Is the most simple method practiced, there 
being no skill whatever required in luring the fish, or In manipu¬ 
lating the bass after he “ hooks himself.” It Is a very questiona¬ 
ble style of sport, at best, and considered in this light is ex¬ 
ceedingly tame, and savors strongly of pot-fishing. It Is 
Indulged in, on lakes, pondB, and broad rivers, mostly by boys, 
and these unfortunates who cannot or will not learn to handle 
the rod. 

With a good breeze and a fast-aalling boat, trolling for blue- 
fish, sea-trout, Spanish mackerel, and other marine fishes, with 
band-line and squid, Is fine sport; but on the bosom of a quiet 
lake, trolling for black l ass with head-line end spoon is a cruel 
pastime, and a wanton destruction of a noble fish. 

The necessary tackle for this mode of angling consists of a 
strong band-line of linen or cotton, from fifty to seventy-five 
yards long; braided lines are to be preferred, as they do not kink. 
Sizes C (2), or D (3), are the best, as they do not cut the hands 
like the smaller sizes. 

Any of the numerous revolving spoon baits, or spinners, will 
answer, with or without the so-called fly, or tuft of feathers or 
braid; for the hrlght metal spoon is what attracts the bass, and 
it cannot be made more attractive for hand-trolling by the ad¬ 
dition of feathers, braid, or, as I have seen In some Instances, a 
live minnow or piece of fat porkl The ordinary, original, tin or 
brass apoon, with single hook soldered on, Is as good as any of 
the late inventions; a single hook is certainly preferable to the 
group of two or three, usually attached to Bpoon-baits; the latter 
often being crushed or broken by the jaws of a large fish. 

As a rule, most persons use too large spoon-baits for black base, 
using generally pike or pickerel baits for this purpose. Those 
called trout spoons are plenty large enough, and are the most 
successful for black bass. * 8 o long as the spoons are brightly 
burnished, It matters not whether they are made of tin, brass, 
copper, or pearl, or whether plated with nickel, silver or gold; 
black bass are not judges of metals, but will snap at anything 
bright and In motion. In the absence of a spoon-bait, the floor 
of the mouth of the pickerel, cut Into the semblance of a fish, is 
tough, white and glistening, and is a good substitute. A brass 
swivel, No 3 or 4, should always be used, though there Is usually 
one attached to the Improved trolling baits. No sinker or fioat 
is needed. 

With this simple outfit, early in the season, before the aquatic 
weeds and grasses are fully grown, this mode of fishing is very' 
successful. The melhod of procedure Is as follows: 

The angler sits In the stern of hie boat, and while the oarsman 
rows at a moderate rate of speed, along and over the feeding 
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The angler, with hls boatman, as described In hand-trolling, 
proceeds in a boat over the fishing grounds, with from forty to 
sixty yards of line out. The rod must be held with the tip ele- 
vatedj so as to keep the rod constantly curved, and the thumb 
should be applied to the spool of the reel, so as to be ready at 
any moment for the violent rush of the bass, for he bites very 
wickedly at the moving bait. The fish must be hooked at once, 
though he usually fastens himself. If the angler has a long line 
out he must reel in his fish as soon as possible, until be has him 
within proper bounds, when he can kill him at hls leisure. The 
manipulation of the bass after he is hooked, is just the same as 
described In “still fishing." 

SKITTERING AND BOBBING. 

Skittering is practiced with a long, light cane rod, a short line 
about the length of the rod, and a very small spoon-bait, made for 
the purpose, and called a “skittering spoon.” The sport con¬ 
sists in "skittering ’’ or glancing the spoon on the surface of 
the water along the edges of rush-patches, lily-pads, etc. It is, 
of course, best practiced from a boat, which should be propelled 
as slowly and noiselessly as possible. 

“Bobbing'' Isa method of angling practiced almostexcluslvely 
In the extreme South, notably In Florida, Louisiana and Texas. 
The Implements necessary are, a long rod—cane js best—a short 
line, three or four feet In length, and the “bob.” The latter is 
composed of three hooks tied back to back, and a bunch of 
feathers and red flannel partly concealing the hooks, very simi¬ 
lar to the triple hook By of trolling spoons. The most killing 
bob Is made from the tall of a deer and strips of red flannel, re¬ 
sembling somewhat a large “ hackle” fly. 

Th s mode of fishing Is also practiced from a boat, which is 
slowly rowed along the edges of the grass and weed patches; the 
angler, seated in the bow, holds the rod ahead, while the “ bob " 
just skims the water, sometimes touching it. The large bass of 
the South “go for " this line with a rush and vim that is abso¬ 
lutely startling. A friend in Texas lately wrote me that two men 
took in two daye, with the bob, on a lake below Houston, four 
hundred and fifty bass, averaging three pounds apiece. Of course 
this was pure slaughter, for it requires the most elastic conscience, 
and a wide stretch of a vivid Imagination, to call it “ sport."

Nerveless be my 
digits If I let slip one syllable against so sensible and bo orthodox 
a fashion For If there be any one thing, tending In greater de¬ 
gree than another, to convert a man Into an actual machine—a 
kind of cast Iron production, and to bring to a fatal stand-still 
the hope and promise of our boasted modern civilization, It iB 
business, business 1 only business! Through this lust of busi¬ 
ness, the social, the moral, the intellectual, and In very many 
instances, too, the physical claims, which society in its best and 
highest estate, Imposes, are quite totally Ignored, or made to 
play, at most, but a secondary part. Home, friends, health are 
Immolated without stint or pity upon the altar of the counter, 
and the ledger is the unimpeachable proof of the immolation. 
Now this la not a question of “ diligence In business ”—not a bit 
of it—it does not come within rifle range of It. Intoxlcatton in 
business Is one thing and sobriety of lawful and needed pursuits 
is quite another. I think I can see In to day’s horoscope some 
symptoms of a relaxing of the business grip. May the hand-span 
cloud grow into a thundering big shower. Men now—business 
men are (I state it as a fact) seen threading tbe various avenues 
of travel; yes, actually set loose from tbelr stalls of work, with 
wife and little oneB on hand gathering In a harvest of rest, re¬ 
cuperation and enjoyment, witnesses of the good fa|th that it Is 
not all of life to buy and sell, to bargain and to traffic. My 
prayer is the prayer of pious old Ben Adam, “ May their tribes 
Increase." 

Now, for the benefit of such as are religiously inclined—for I

known and unattalned wealth of their acres could supply the 
needs of an hungering world. Almost innumerable herds of 
cattle, on either side of these great Iron-banded highways, were 
putting fatness on their ribs, to be shipped In their proper sea¬ 
son to Eastern markets, and quite likely many of them to beef- 
consuming England. It Is claimed, and sana doubt, with a 
spice of justice too, that tbe grasses of these Western prairies 
possess a rare sweetness and nutrltlousqese, giving to the sirloin 
and porter lid-bits a superior flavor and quality. The route, 
looking at the map, would seem to be mountainous; but it is not 
so. Wending your way over these Immense inter-oceanic prai¬ 
ries, you find tbe ecenery perpetually changing—a very kaleido¬ 
scope of new objects and forms ts ever present. Your interest 
never wanes. Expectation 'is on tiptoe. Bead, you dare not. 
Cat naps are not to be thought of, lest you lose some object or 
objects of historic fame, or some romance or romances of which 
all this region Is fruitful. Here and there you will see the mon¬ 
uments and relics of a wide and an unknown civilization—the 
real key of which the Btudent and tbe antiquary quite despair of 
finding. Prairie dogs, the deer, the antelope, with an occasional 
elk, have not yet banded over their estates to the domination of 
man, whilst the Indian,once the lordly proprietor of these almost 
Illimitable hunting grounds, has retired in advance of hls com¬ 
panions. Tbe dazzling light of the white mau'e star of empire 
seared hls eyeballs, and he sullenly and with revengeful thought 
hae withdrawn to the lava beds and the rock-buttressed canyons, 
and calls these hie possession and bis home. Vain hope! for 
even these are in process of foreclosure, and the very prints of 
hls stealthy footfall shall In a few decades more fade away in the 
sands that wash tbe beach of the great quiet sea. 

Reaching Cheyenne, I changed cars for Denver, one hundred 
and six miles distant. Boon after taking the care for Denver 
you catch views of the Rocky Mountains, stretching in varying 
height and in unmeasured length all along the Bun-setting hori¬ 
zon. Iu my boyhood I bad seen the Catskill aud some of the 
pretentious spurs of the Alleghanlee, and thought there was Id 
these all of the world's Cordilleras. Verily, was It a vision of 
youth. For now I behold mountains—genuine, unmistakable 
mountains, reuowned of pedigree and honored all the world over. 
Any way, there they are—their heads crowned with Summer 
snows—bared to the lightning’s fury, and about their broad 
shoulders the great thunder clouds harmlessly rift. Surely these 
are mountains—there is nothing In all the earth, If we except 
mountains, like them. You can’t, if you would, mix them up 
with anything else, nor can you if you do try ever so hard, keep 
your eyes off from them. Gaze on—no law forbids It—no Dature 
so gross as not to feel their inspiration. With me, I confess it, 

It was a case of genuine love at first sight. Nothing In physio¬ 
logical law or science—nor In all the realms of physics—ever 
awoke in me such mingled awe and affection. I aver, without 
having my sanity so much as susptcioned, that It is well worth 
tbe time and expense of a journey from any part of the country 
to feel one’s self enthused through and through with those grand 
inspirations which come of a good, round view of the “ Rockies.” 
Journeying southward from Cheyenne you never lose sight of the 
mountains—the road running at times at their very base, and 
along and among the foot hills nearly all the way, till the south¬ 
ern limit of the Republic is reached. 

Denver Is a good deal of a city. I was surprised to find It 
dressed up In such full-men’s clothes. It is a marvel of growth, 
and it seems to be wearing no breeching or bold-back simps, for 
there are all about you, occular and tangible evidences of enter¬ 
prise and thrift fully equal to, if not exceeding, any city it has 
been my fortune to visit. Business blocks, costly residences, 
great public structures, smelting aud other manufacturing estab¬ 
lishments, are going up in all parts of the city. % Its people are 
very evidently of the wide-awake clan. They seem to look and 
act as if they knew they had a dead-sure thing in tbelr city's 
larger fame and happy future. And I guess they have, but with 
their other admitted graces, a little humility sandwiched in can 
work for them no harm, and then efiould, perchance, the evil days 
visit them, they will have something, (regarded the world over as 
good bankable currency) to fall back on. From Denver I con¬ 
tinued my trip to Colorado Springs and Manltou, seventy-five 
miles from Denver. Colorado Springs (why called “ Springs” I 
can't imagine, as not a spring is to be found in all its limits) is a 
very beautiful place of six or seven thousand inhabitants. Its 
streets are very wide and level, and graced with long and arching 
rows of Bhade trees, they present a very beautiful appearance, 
and are become favorite thoroughfares for elegant “turnouts " 
and for the turbaned knights of the saddle. The people are very 
proud of their little town, and jUBtly too, for it has risen to its 
present fair proportions and commercial prominence Inside of a 
single decade. 

Five miles away, nestling at the very feet of tbe giants, iB 
Manltou, of meandering Btream and aveDue. It Is connected with 
Colorado Springs by a railroad just completed. Manltou has 
derived much of Its celebrity from Its mineral and medicinal 
springs, seven in number, whose waters it is claimed are adapted 
to quite a numerous class of human disturbances, weaknesses, 
and very likely to a few positive flesh and blood ailments. This 
must.be true, for scores upon scores have subscribed their names 
In testimonial of their toning up and healing virtue, whilst 
the pure mountain air, which here abounds—never truant, 
always at home—supplements and greatly aids tbe remedial uses 
of the waters. Aside from its lovely climate and Its bubbling 
mineral springs, Manltou Is a perfect little gem of the mountains. 

I do not sec In i's setting nor remote surroundings where any Im¬ 
provements could well be suggested. It is the gateway to a world 
of wonders. Within a single day’s visit you may see more of the 
beautiful, the picturesque and the sublimely grsnd than you will 
see In traversing a continent by the usual routes. In full view 
of all visitors, tower high in air rocky Gog and Magog. Go 
where you will, these confront your vision with their weird and 
jagged visages. Scarcely a mile away and you enter the “ Garden 
of the Gods;" and such a garden! Unadorned by walks, arbors 
and overhanging vines; without gardener or watch dog, or im¬ 
perial ukase, “ keep off the grass,” to terrorize into a becoming 
behavior. Nor Is there in all Its boundaries of many acres aught 
to remind you of succotash or savory salad. A garden whose 
supreme attraction lies In the absence of all that whets the vulgar 
appetite, and In its very neglect and lack of symmetry and studied 
art. What need of these, when you have a garden that produces 
with rare luxuriance balancing rocks, crater-formed bowls, invert¬ 
ed saucers, huge boulders of multiform shape, and quite a crop of 
animated nature—that is, If rock Is ever animated—consisting of 
sea and of laDd lions, dromedaries and camels and hippopotami 
and the behemoth of holy writ—quite perfect in all save the ani¬ 
mation. In short, strata upon strata, ledges upon ledges, great 
volcanic piles towering hundreds of feet into the clear heavens— 
this has been christened when and by whom no “fellah ” can find 
out, “The Garden of the Gods." On the same road and a little 
beyond la Glen Eyrie, where you will meet giant old bachelors 
and giant old maids, forever winking and blinking tbelr loves, 
and never quite popping the question, nor indulging in serious 
dreams of the white necktled pareon. Threading the glen, dark 
and ragged with overhanging cliff upon cliff, you must not tire 
till you come to the “ Devil's Punch Bowl "—which,when reached 
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It is the fashion to down on all fours and quaff to the health of 
his great majesty. Indeed, the Glen In Its entire make up Is ex¬ 
celled by none In beauty and grandeur. In another direction 
and only about a mile out of town, on the far-famed Ute Pass’ 
are the Rainbow Falls; both the falls and the p as are objects of 
rare attractiveness. In the distance, possibly five miles as the 
crow flies, and not far from twelve as the sight-seer’s burdened 
mule trudges, Is famous old Pike’s Peak. It rises, a very 
Hercules amidst Its fellows. In Its bare feet and crowned In Its 
snowwoven tlaru, It reaches a height of 14,147 feet. In a double 
sense Is Pike s Peak a signal " mount, nature and the govern¬ 
ment having combined to so 'ignite It above Its brother peaks 
8 o on whichever side you shall elect “ to put out’’-the pretty 
Ittle village of Manltou being the radiating center—objects 
beautiful, grotesque and grand, quite beyond the ability of nibs 
to do justice to, salute you. The visit here is In the nature of a 
pleasant surprise. One can hardly avoid the feeling that here¬ 
away Ip these far-off wilds, where so little was anticipated 
or expected, nature has wrought her ‘‘level best’’—has 
sketched and etched all you behold with a master and with a 
lavish hand, and gathered together here, for the delectation and 
gratitude of excursionist and tourist and whilom Invalid, already

And now I know you have been Impatiently enough waiting to 
ask But did you go a-dshlng!” No, I did not, though for some 
days I was In quite easy range of the mountain trout, and often 
enough persuaded and tempted to go “ a prospecting ” vet not¬ 
withstanding, and all that that implies, I am happy to report I 
resisted. And when I say this, fisherman as I am, and wllh the 
smell of the salmonldie on my garments, I hope my character la 
so well established that you will not put me to the trouble of 
producing affidavits to verify ray declaration. 

The game laws were In active force during my entire stay In 
Colorado, and I have spoken and written quite too often In 
behalf of a rigid observance and enforcement of the game laws 
to be found violating In ray own person so much ks a single 
clause of them. A game code, practical, sensible, believed In bv 
the awakened judgment and conscience of the state, and loved 
by every true sportsman, Is the only assured means of preserv- 
lug the game and flsh of all this region. Hunting and Ashing 
without let or mercy, and without reference to or remembrance 
of the appointed seasons," In less years than your Angers 
count, will render barren and desolate.the very spots which are 
now the Elysium of the tourist and sportsman. And who can 
contemplate, with cither pride or pleasure, a future Colo¬ 
rado destitute of Its world-renowned game and flsh? I said in

As to size, I heard of grayling beiog caught In Cheboygan 23 
river weighing two pounds.

A pound grayling 
measuring fifteen inches, was taken by a party which we met at «. 
a hotel. One of seventeen Inchee ln length weighed one pound f 8 
and eeven ounces.

Grayling take the fl} with great eagerness when feeding, but 
Ike trout, sometimes " play" about the lure In frollcaomo leaps’ 
When in earnest they rush aod leap with all the vigor and quick¬ 
ness 01 tbe trout, seize the fly almost unerringly and firmly hook¬ 
ing themselves They respond to the first cast or two, and If they 
raise, jump two or three ime^ over when near the boat before 
abandoning ‘die pursuit. They take the fly almost equally well 
above the water, on tbe surface, or beneath It; but my own ob¬ 
servation led me to think the last Is their favorite-method. 

When hooked they make a vigorous rush, and seek to run un¬ 
der logs and brush. If lhe water Is cold and tbe flsh ln best con¬ 
dition, It leaps two or three times like a bass, lashing ita sides 
with Ita tall. The flsb of tbe Manistee, which le a very cold 
stream, almost Invariably leap out of the water when struck 
while tho>e In tbe Au Sable, not ao cold, generally do not. 

The appearance «f the grayling lu lhe water, when hooked and 
excited mid struggling, in eoraething beautiful to eee-tbe huge 
dorsal tin being the moat conspicuous and noticeable feature.
